"New England has her Bunker Hill Day 
all right, though the battle of Hunker 
[lill WKS only a slarter in tbe Revolu- 
tion. Gettvsburg was a finisher in the 
war of the Rebellion 


"Why, there are object lessons to stir 


American [Hide and patrioti.-uri ;U every 
tuiii of this classic Held. For iustanuB, 
theie, to our left, is the scene of the 
dnert commemorated by that inscription 
you have just pnusel over on the monu- 
ment to the dead heroes of the First 
Minnesota : 'All time is the millennium 
of join glory.' 1'ou thought, as have 
otheis, that those words were placed 
upon enduring marble tluougt an out- 
hurst of extravagant hyperbole. What 
1 could not make clear to you before I 
hope to now in telling yon upon the spot 
where it was enacted on July 2 18<i3, of 
a teat of arms unparalleled iu the annals 
of modern wais 


"For 
nearly half a contury all the 


world has wondered, just as Tennyson 
meant it should, over Uie picturesque 
rkle of. the Six Ilundied 


Into the jaws of death, 
Into the mouth of hell, 


al Hahiklava. I am not a rabid Jingo, 
ordinarily, but it dops make my Atnen- 
rpan heart beat fius'er than its wont when 
1 must listen to the uiphsodips of the 
crowd over the charge of the Light Bri- 
gade, as though that incident made Ba- 
laklavn a field to date from in summing 
up deeds of mortal valor. Fiankly, the 
tide of thpSix Hundred down the Val- 
ley of Death is,,'t in this contest by forty- 
live points, all of them scored on Ameri- 
can battlefields during the civil war. 


"The little block of marble you would 


Imve stumbled over back there in the 
shadow of the grand national pile, but 
for its inscription, is placed above the 
aiavrs of fifty six Minnesotans who wore 
killed outiight in a charge made by a 
plalaux of only 2G2 men. There wern 
nineteen mortally wounded and buried 
elsewhere and HO wounded who recov- 
ered, leaving forty-seven survivors out 
of i(i2, a loss of S2 per cent. 


"Now the Light Biigade had 2-17 kill- 


ed and wcundp,! out of 073 who rode in 
the fight, a loss of about 37 per cent. A 
little elementary mathematics shows a 
gap confronting the Britishers of forty- 
live stubborn unils, and that gap was 
bridged, p-int for point, on the battle- 
(ipld of the civil war, all the way up to 
eighty-t-vo. thi> highest on recoid in all 
thu world's showing. 


"We'll come back to figures and com- 


parisons later, if you bear with me while 
I tell nhat they are about, a deed of 
which Gpriaral Hancock sat I : 'There 
'a no fiuhlimer recorded in the pages of 


colors ? Charge and take them 1' But the 
strict wording of theoider isimmaterial; 
the idea was carried out to the letter. 


"There was no blunder about this for- 


lorn hope. 
What follower! was magni- 


ficent and it was war. The men knew 
the terrible situation all about them 
just as well as their leartf-rn. They arose 
with a will and advanced quickly down 
the slope toward the plain tbis Fide of 
theEmmitsburgroad, first atalope, then 
at a double quick—muskets at right 
shoulder shift—then into a run at their 
utmost speed. 


"There were exactly 262 olllcers and 


men in the First M-iunesota that day, 
and the Confederates were a whole divi- 
sion, led by Wiloox's brigade. 
Shot aud 


shell Irom the Confederate cannon tore 
over the field, and hundreds of tbe sharp- 
shooters' muskets were sending their 
bullets across the plains to clear the 
ground for Wilcox's advaacn. 
At every 


step some Minnesolau fell, but their 
comrades gallantly held liieir fire, finally 
leveling their bayonets lor close en- 
counter. At the signal, which was given 
<vhen within fifty yards of the enomy, 
they sprang forwaul with a cheer. They 
seized the liiigadu colors, Wilcox's men 
giving way around them so that for a 
moment the little phalanx was actually 
swallowed up in the ranks of the euetny. 
exactly an when, at B.Uaklava, Scarlett's 
Tlus-p Hundied lli'iivjpa rode into the 
solid squadrons of MOO Russian cavalry. 
The Confederates were brought to a halt 
by sheer astonishment at the valor ot 
the little band of bliip.-eontn. The Min- 
npsotans gave tha enemy their first vol- 
ley al. arm's length, and in recoiling 
from that and halting to clone ranks the 
impetus of Wilcox's line wiu fatally 
broken. 


"Before Wilcox could rally his men 


Hancock's fresh batteries on the right 
and the left were at woik upon him 
His supporters wandered away in the 
confusion aud meanwhile Hancock's ro- 
Bnlorcfemenl came to the scene, ending 
the terrible crisis on Cemetery Kidge. 


"But the First Minnesota was gone 


Only forty-seven men came back with 
their regimental fl.ig and the captured 
Confederate colors. 
Fil'ly-eix were dead 


or dying there on the field, and tnree 
times that number were lying wounded 
or dragging themselves back to the shel- 
ter of the battery saved by their valor. 
Now the Light Brigade lost more heavi- 
ly in prisoners than it did in killed and 
wounded ; but in this affair of the Min- 
nesotans not one was missing, not one 
wounded, not one dodged the ordeal and 
left 
the ranks 
Forty-seven heroes 


marched back to the lidge, and the 
blood marks of Confederate, shot ware 
the certificates to account for the ab- 
sence of 213 brave men left behind," 


"Aro you from Minnesota, Colonel ?" 


said a lijte-ier. 


"No," retorted the Culo'iel, "I never 


was in that Slate even. This incident, 
toh! in bare outline, because my stock 
story of the bravest deed I ever saw. 
Once one of my auditors called me down, 
sayinic that he had hurl two brothers in 
the First Minnesota, and had never 
heard them speak of making the desper- 
ate charge as described by me. His 
words aroused my indignation, for I 
could not doubt my own senses. So 1 
set to u-ork to prove it by official evi- 
dence, and if. was all so fascinating that 
I kept on until I have become something 
of a crank on American valor. 


"I consulted the United States mnstnr 


roll1! of the First Minnesota and verified 
them by those in the Adjutant General's 
ofli&i at St. 7'aul; also tbe morning re- 
port of the compamaa for July 2, 1S63. 
There I found tho names of the killed 
and wounded in that memorable charge 
and copied them as a souvenir of the 
most glorious bit of valor J ever witness- 
ed. The names show a ppriukling ot 
foreigners in the ranks, Scandinavians, 


sidered, and I am not unmindful of the 
famous death ride of the Uhlans at 
Marsla Tour ; nor of the Sixteenth 1'rus- 
siau, which lost over 49 per cent, in thut 
same battle; nor tlie Guarde-Schnetzorj 
battalion at Metz, which lost over 40 per 
cent.; nor of terrible Plevna, where the. 
Twenty-sixth Rnssj.in, storming fortifi 
cations manned by hordes of Turks arm- 
ed with long-iauge rifles,Iost75per cent, 


"I have also considered Mad Anthony 


Wayne's biilliant feat at Stony Point in 
the Revolution ; Pickett's charge against 
the 'bloody angle' over there by that 
monument to the rightof us; the storm' 
ing of Marye's Heights, and the wild 
battle chargn of the First Maine Heavy 
Artillery at Petersbuig, 'where the men 
fell like the leaves of a forest before a 
hailstorm.' 


"With a single exception of the Rus- 


sians at Plevna, the percentage of losses 
in single battles iu foreign war not only 
fell belo-v that of the First Minnesota, 
but also below that of fourteen othei 
Federal regiments on this very battle- 
field. There were fifteen in all which 
lost here over 50 per cent, of their num- 
bers iu killed and wounded, and also five 
Confederates. 
There were, besides the 


First Minnesota, UK* 1-Hat, the 148th and 
Twenty-sixth Pennsylvania; the lllth, 
Eightieth, aud 12fllh New Yoik; the 
Twenlj-fourth Michigan, the Fifteenth 
Massachusetts, the Second Wisconsin,

lara, the Eleventh New Jersey, the Sec- 
ond New Hampshire, and the Nineteen- 
th Indiana, lA-dura!; the TJiii-d and 
Twenty-sixth Noith Carolina, the Sec- 
ond JSorth Carolina Battalion and the 
Xmth uud Fifti.'enih Georgia, Confed- 
erato. 


"Speaking of Confederate regiments, 


if I had any exception lo make in this 
challenge, it would be that of the Twen- 
ty-sixth North Carolina at this very bat- 
tlefield on the lit and 3d of July, or the 
First Texas in the corn field at Antie- 
tam September 17, 1SG2. The First 
Texas lost a trifle over 82 per cent, that 
day, lint it was in a long fijbt, a charge 
forward, a desperate stand and a disas- 
trous retreat under Dre. It was also 
done with the regiment in line in battle, 
supported upon the right and upon the 


"When you lalk of personal courage, 


individual and racial." says Senator 
Vetligrew, of South Dakota, to a report- 
er, "let me say, do not forget the Sioux 
Indians. They are the only people on 
the face of the eai th to day who have 
neverH''.gn conquered. They were never 
defeaicu !iv their aboriginal enemies, 
and they have never yet been coerced 
into submission to the army of this Re- 
public 
They were not whipped at Pine 


Ridge, and General Miles knows it. 
They gave up their ghost d,mce and came 
into camp as a matter of diplomacy aud 
military policy ; but they never gave 
up their arms. There were fifteen hun- 
dred of them, and General Miles had 
5,000 men ; but il is a matter of conjec- 
ture to-day which would have cotne off 
victorious in a pitched battle. It is pos- 
sible that the whole Indian contingent 
might have been massacred ; but it is 
PHimlly possible that but a corporal's 
Kuard might have been left of General 
Miles' aruiy." 


"Military men will never agiee with 


you on thut point." 


"Of course not. They will swear that 


the army compelled them to come in, 
surtendur their arms and give up the 
fight; but that is not tiue. The Sioux 
uatiou has never been conquered, and 
they consider themselves unconquerable 
to-day. They are proud, brave, cour- 
ageous and arrogant. They al ways have 
been and always will be. liot only aa a 
people, but individually, they are as 
biave as the typical Romans.

our tioops. Hancock stripped all tbis 
ground of in fail try so Bend to the aid of 
Sickles, leaving only his batteries to de- 
fend Ometery Ridge. The movement 
of these troops from Hancock's line awa-y 
to the left could bn seen by the Confed- 
erates on our frout and they were sud- 
denly inspired to rush forward and pierce 
the interval between Sickles and Han- 
cock. 
Hancock remained near bere, the 


pomt of danger, anrt he saw through a 
rift in the clouds of battle smoke tbat 
hovered over the tield a* column of the 
enemy marching boldly with Hying colors 
within a lew rods of bis line. If left 
alone they would strike BaoterjC, Fourth 
United States Artillery, which stood up- 
ou this knoll supported by the First 
Minnesota. Tuere were 110 other Fed- 
eral troops in sight.

were ou the way from the extreme right 
llanlJ, away on the other side of the 
ridge,, hot it would take tiruB to get, them 
here.

"Some who were near Hancock at Ihe 


time say that he also exclaimed, 'Great 
God ! Is tliia all the men we have here !' 
Then »iHi a sweep of his eye toward the 
advancing Confederates aud their men- 
acing battle Hags of red, he shouted to 
the coturoamter of the First: 


"'Colonel Colvill, charge and take 


those colois.' 


' Others s-iy that lie saiJ simply 


•Charge those Hues.' Othera atill say 
tbat be exclaimed, 'Do jou see tboaa 


Germans and Irishmen, but, the maj irlty 
were young fellows from 18 to 25 years, 
and born on American soil 


"The most of those killed, p.ncl the 


same can be said of the wounded, h.ul 
been previously wounded in some of the 
desperate b ,Ules of the Army of the I'o- 
tomac, for Lhis wa^ not a more chance 
affair for the First Minnesota. It was 
a regiment, with a liistoiy befote it broke 
all records on the field of destiny. Gov- 
ernor Ramsey, of Minnesota, was in 
Washington when the dispatch came'on 
April 13, 18C1, that Major Anderson was 
to evacuate Fort Sumter the next day, 
and he immediately tendered 1000 men 
to uphold the Hag. Lincoln accepted 
the offer before be wrote out the call for 
75.000 volunteers. This was wired to 
St. Paul, and during Sunday, 'April 1-t 
the rit.y was thronged with patriots anx- 
ious to shoulder muskets in Minnesota'* 
first regiment. 
One of them who signed 


his papers that night claims the honor 
of being the first to volunteer for the 
civil war. 


"The city had no uniforms to give the 


men, 
but furnished them each a blanket, 


a pair of socks and a red 11 innel shirt. 
Those red flannel shirts (Usher! out on 
the Held around the Henry House at 
Hull Ruu, where the Minnesntuns sup- 
ported the batteries of Ricketts and 
Griffin when they were trying to hold 
the field in the face of Stonewall J.iok- 
son'a Brigade. 
It is a fad. that this regi- 


ment did not retreat to Washington at 
the close of the battle, but the men laid 
their bivouacs and went to sleep, ex- 
pecting a renewal of the fitjht ui'xt day. 


"In the charge on the stone wail at 


Fredericksbnrg 
the First Minnesota 


stood fast when the regiments on its 
right and left gave way. Geueial How- 
ard aaid to its commander: 


"'Colonel, your First Minnesota does 


not ruu.' 


"Somewhat tartly, the Colonel replied: 


'General Howard, tlia First Minnesota 
never runs.' 


"This regiment was the only one from 


Minnesota in the battle here, and fate 
seems to have selected her first born, 
the child of the awful travail of Fort 
Sumter, baptized at Bull Bun, and glori- 
fied on all the intervening battlefields of 
the Potomac, to be immortalized at Get- 
tysburg. Many of those wounded at 
Guttysbur^, as also some of those who 
came out unsoarrfid that day, were 
wounded iu the later battles. And after 
the term of the regiment had expired,-in 
1864, 
a veteran 'battalion ot two com- 


panies was organized from the survivors, 
and it served until Appomattox. The 
legim'ent proper fougbc in thirteen bat- 
tles, and the little veteran battalion in 
six, which included more than 200 days, 
passed under flre in the trenches at 
Petersburg. 
Altogether the command 


lost 684 men killed and wounded. 


"Now, I hava enlanged ou my theme 


of this being the bravest deed I ever saw, 
and challenge the world to pro luoa its 
equal in modern times. ' The claim of 
toe Light Brigade has already been con; 


left. 
The oaso of the Twenty-sixth 


North Carolina was unparalleled in its 
way. 
The loss in thai case was incurred 


in two days' fighting. 
In one company 


of the regiootiut only three escaped out 
of eighty-seven. The charge of the First 
Mama Heavy Artillery at Petersburg 
wai a gallant deed, but it WAS a useless 
sacrifice, a loss of 75 pnr cent, incurre 
in seven minutes.

"Now [ have told you the simple story 


of the First Minnesota, bub must leav 
it to others to coin phrases worthy tha 
wonderful feat at arms. It was the gift 
ed EJward Everett who first said of th 
heroes of Gettysburg, 'All time irf the 
millennium of your glory.' This was 
whnl Hancock said of it. Hancock, the 
prince of fighters, and, like all fighters 
not a man given to guff : 


" 'I ordered those men in there be 


cause I saw that t must gain five min 
utes' time, Re-enforcements were com 
ing on the ruj, but I knew that before 
they could reach the threatened poin 
the Confederates, unless checked, woulc 
seize the threatened position. I would 
have ordered that regiment in if I hat 
known that every man would be killed 
ft had to he done and I was gald to fine 
such a gallant body of men at hand wil 
ling to make the terrible sacrifice that 
the occasion demanded.' 


"The highest peisonal tribute I can 


pny is this : I came out of the war with 
the rank of a Field ofiicer, a place neai 
the top of the list, but I would gladly 
surrender that commission could I re- 
plane it among my lares and penatts 
with an Honorable discharge as a private 
in ibe First Minnesota Volunteers."— 
Jfew York 


THE BARBER POLE. 


Anciently barbers 
performed minor 


operations in surgery, and in particular, 
when bleeding was customary it was to 
the barbers that Che patient applied to be 
bled. To assist this operation, it being 
necessary for the patient to grasp a staff 
a stick or polo and always kept by tbe 
barber surgeon, together with tbe fillet or 
bandage be need for tying the patients 
arm. 
When the pole was not in use the 


tape was tied to it, so that they might be 
both together when wanted, aud in this 
state pole and tape were bung at Ihe door 
as a sign. At length, instead of hanging 
out the identical pole used in the opera, 
tion, a pole was painted with stripes 
around it an imitation of the real pole 
and bandage. Thus originated the striped 
sign used by barbers to-day. 


Lord Thurlow, in tbe House of Lords, 


July 17, 1797, said that by a statute 
still in force barbers and surgeons were 
earb to use a pole as a sign. The barbers 
were to have theirs blue and white striped, 
with no other appendage ; but the sur- 
geons' which was tlie same in other res- 
pects, were likewise to have a galley pot 
and a red rag to denote the particular 
nature of their vocation.

of personal courage V" 


"Well, there is Dr. Eialcnan, a full- 


blooded Sioux, who is doing a great work 
for civilization to-day. I knew bis fath- 
er, lie was an uneducated but very in- 
telligent Indian. About twenty years 
ago I saw him sharpening two lone 
butcher knives on a grindstone. Then 
he whetted them en a whetstone. They 
were sharp as raz irs. I happened to be 
there just aa he put the finishing edge on 
them, and aiiid: " Bistmim, what are 
you going to do with those knives •"' 


" 'Jim Jones he kill Injun. He say he 


kill Eastman. I give ,lim Jones this 
knife. I take odder. We fight. Mebbe 
Jim Jones he kill Eastman.

not.' 


"Just then Jones, who was a great big 


bully, came along and got out of his 
wagon, lie left his rifle in the wagon 
and came toward us. Old man Ji-istman 
approached him, handed him one knife, 
with the handle towards his hand, and 
said: 'Jim Jones, we light. You say 
you kill ole Eastman. Now we see. 
Ole 


E-vstman give you same chance as me.

"Jones turned paie as death. He beg- 


ged like a whipped cur. He said he 
never said H and promised never to say 
another word aeainst Eastman before 
the old man would let him off.

the barkeeper stopped anil asked me if 
that were indeed Judge BUnk. 
I told 


him that it was, and hu rubhej back to 
his place behind the bar, exclaiming: 
'Here, all yon duffers 1 Stop your eatnes 
and come right up the bar. and drink at 
the expense of the house. Ilpra is to the 
health of our guest, Judge Blank, who 
owns the Hills ' Or course they all came 
up. and the Judge had to shake hands 
all around. Then, tinning to the bar- 
keeper, he shouted: 'Where is my rot 
gut?' The barkeeper commenced pull- 
ing champagne corks, and they popped 
it a lively rate. Every man in the room 
had champagne, and it, waa of tlie finest 
quality, too. 
As he drained his glass 


Judge Blank roared: '[ kn«.v I'd Ket 
what I called for. That is the weakest 
whisky I ever tasted.' 


"By that time the crowd was as jolly, 


good-natured ana harmless as you would 
be likely to find anywhere on earth in a 
place of that kind. They had lots of fun 
with tbe Judge and told him that Hie 
champagne was appolinaris water. lie 
stood there and drank until he was car- 
ried away to bed lie slept all through 
the nit,ht of the fire, although he was 
carried out and diiven about live miles 
in a wagon lo a place of safety. Later 
when informed of the narrow escape 
whijh he had experienced, he stopped 
drinking and remained a temperance man 
aa long as he lived, lie al ways said that 
the Dead wood temperance lecture cured 
him.

"My Old Kentucky Home." 


The House Still Standing Where the 


Famous Song Was Written. 


The housf- is still standing near Biiids- 


town, Kentucky, where Stephen Collins 
Foster wrote Mie world-famous song, 
My Old lOuf.ncky Home. 
It is known 


as Federal Kill, the residence place of 
the Rowan family for almost a century, 


In the latf ".Ws. only five or six yesri 


before his death, Foster, then living in 
Pennsylvania, was invited by the Row- 
ans to pay an extended visit to Federal 
II ill. On tbisviiit his sister Eiizi ac- 
compnuied him, ai d the stay in old Ken- 
tnuk) , aa Foster i fien said, was one of 
the mont pleasant periods of his life. 
Surrounded by all tbat was beautiful, it 
was ea^y for the mun who had given ex- 
pression to PO many soul-stirring south- 
ern melodies— Old Folks at Home, Mas- 
sa's in the Cold Ground, eic.,— to com- 
pose the tiibute to the mansion of the 
Blue Grass that will endure as long as 
Kentucky can produce a single voice 
capable of humming its sweet notes. II 
is doubtless probable that Foster com- 
posed the three verses of My Old Ken- 
tucky Home in quite as many days, and 
gave a fitting musical expression to the 
words employed as rapidly as his pencil 
dropped the lines. lie was inspired alike 
by the beautiful sunshine of the morn- 
ings and the yellow moonlight of the 
nighte tbat fell upon Federal ID11, by 
Hie waving golden prain, the hush of the 
corn, the negroes performing their duties, 
the lazy little darkies in the cabins, and 
finally by the warblings of the mocking- 
bird, the thrush's mellow soug and the 
lifelike notes of the Kentucky Cardinal, 
made world renowned by James Lsne 
Allen ; and the writing of the undying 
verses must have been a labor of love. 


My Old Kentucky Home is character- 


ized by melancholy. Foster seems to 
have had a presentiment tbat the days of 
slavery were numbered, and although a 
northerner by birth regretted in his sons 
the coming of l.be day when the darkies 
would "sing no more by the glimmer of 
the moon, on the bencli by the old cabii. 
door." The song complete is as follows:

Xcw Educational Idea. 


An excellent idea originated by Pro- 


fessor Mieilla, of Paris, is aaMimiugenor- 
mous proportions throughout Europe. 
tie proponed that the pupils of public 
schools studying iu foreign languages 
might keep up a regular correspondence 
with the pupils of the same age in the 
country where this foreign language is 
spoken, that other pnpils being supposed 
to study the French language. The RP- 
vue Universitaire in Paris has taken the 
matter in hand, and since January 1 of 
this year 1,700 boys and 300 girls, pupils 
of French public schools, entered their 
names in order to sfcsrt a regular coiree- 
pondence with a little English boy or 
miss 


In England the movement has not pro- 


gressed as lapidly as in France, and the 
proportion of the sexes also diffors con- 
siderably, for up to the present only 
about 500 biys and 1 000 girU have mani- 
fested their desire to correspond with 
French children. 
Thus it happened 


that French boys aud English girls look- 
ed in vain for correspondents of their 
own sex in the other country. 


Aa soon as it was decided to give the 


English girls French boys as correspon- 
dents the matter proceeded more rapidly 
and at the present time 800 mixed cor- 
respondents are under way. 


The exchange between France and 


Italy seerns to be moie difficult. 
While 


the director of the Specie in Milan found 
without trouble 500 Italian children anx 
ions to correspond in Italian. After this 
movement was wel! under way an at- 
tempt was made in Paris to start corres- 
pondents with Germany. The first an- 
nouncement that German correspon- 
dents were wanted appenrsd in April, 
and within two weeks 200 German chil- 
dren had sent their application to the 
Revue Universitarie. So far the secre's 
of the coirespondents have not been vio- 
lated, hut it would be highly interesting 
to find jut what the little folks arc writ- 
ing to taeh other. 


Conditions lo become a correspondent 


are the promise to write weekly and to 
submit the letters to. a teacher before 
sending them. The letters received, | 
however, are not subject to a teacher's 
inspection. At any rate, i.he movement 
is very beneficial, as it spreads the knowl- 
edge of languages and teaches children 
Its value- at a time wheu they are the 
moat easily impressed. 


July 10 was the anniversary of the 


birth of oue of England's most illustrious 
sons—Sir William Rlackslone. 
Hu-did 


not mak« his fame with the sword, which 
has made many of his countrymrn re- 
nowned and feared 
the world over. 


What Thomas Aquinas did for philoso- 
phy atic. theology, Blackstone did for 
jurisprudence. He is the patron saint of 
lawyets, but whether the briefless ones 
of the profession ask hjs intercession is a 
question. 


Blackstone was born in London. July 


10 1723, and he died thera, February 14. 
1780. 
Before he reached the age of 12 


he was an orphan, his care devolving 
upon a maternal uncle who gave him his 
early education, having placed him at 
the Charterhouse school. Before he «'as 
16 he enfer»d Pembroke College.-Oxford, 
an-i in 1741 he was entered at the Middlft 
Temple, bidding adieu to poetry in The 
Lawyer's Farnffell to tho luuse. He 
was admitted to the bar in 174.5, sjx'nd^ 
ing the succeed ing seven years iu attend- 
ance upon the courts at "Westminster, 
but, like many of his profession, failed 
to obtain a remunerative practice, and 
resolved to abandon the, profession. 
-In 


174!) he had been appointed recorder of 
WallingCord, in Berkshire, and he con- 
tinued to discharge the duties of that 
office for 20 years. He was also steward 
of All Souls' Collage, anil for six years 
assessor of the vice chancellors' court. 


HE RETUKNS TO LAW. 


The Commentaries ot Ciemr are not 


better known than are those of Black- 
stone. In 1753 he opened a course of 
lectures at Oxford upon the English con- 
stitution and laws, which were the found- 
ation stone of his Commentaries. 
For 


the purpose of establishing a permanent 
course of a similar character, Mr. Viner, 
author of the Abridgments oC the Com- 
mon Law, founded at Oxford a profes- 
sorship of the common law, and Ulack- 
stone was elected the first incumoent of 
the chair iu 1758. He held the profes- 
sorship for seven years, winning a wide 
reputation, which enabled him to return 
to the bar, where he immediately ob- 
tained a lucrative practice. In 1761 he 
was elected to Parliament from Hindon 
in Wiltshire, and the following year he 
was made King's counsel. He had pre- 
viously declined the office of chief justice 
of tiie Irish Common Pleas, and in 1770 
he also declined the office of solicitor 
general. Subsequently he waa succes- 
sively justice of the King's bench and 
the Common Pleas until his death.

PORTERS AND HACKWEN. 


At the meeting of the Town Council 


last Tuesday evening a week ago a pro- 
posed ordinance, which had for its pur- 
pose the prevention ot the crowding and 
jostling by the hotel porters and back- 
men at the railroad stations, was pre- 
sented. It was considered by the Coun- 
cil and was about to be enacted, when 
one of the members suggested that uy 
reason of a contract, which, it was said, 
exists between the TV. M. R. R. and 
Hotel Gettysburg, this ordinance might 
not be fair to all concerned; and for the 
purpose of looking into this contract ac- 
tion was postponed until the next meet- 
ting. 


Our contemporary, the Star and Senti- 


nel, is in error, there Tore, when it says 
that the ordinance "was permitted to be 
shoved aside without being finally acted 
on. This evasion is to be regretted by the 
con-munity, especially as the reason ad- 
vanced does not appear sound. It is 
hard to understand what better infor- 
mation upon the subject the members of 
Council may have next month than they 
have now." 


By the provisions of this proposed or- 


dinance the porters and hackmen were 
to remain on the outside of the street 
curbing while 
soliciting passengers- 


doubtless a wise provision, as it would 
prevent the trouble now existing. But 
it developed, at least it was stated, that 
the Hotel Gettysburg by an agreement 
between itself aad the Wester a Mary- 
land Railroad, has a right to send its 
people to the station from the rear and 
east side, by which it has a very great 
advantage over the other hotels and the 
hackmen, ia being able to get within a 
comparatively short distance of the pas- 
sengers while the others iire out on tht> 
street. 


If any such contract exists thn Coun- 


cil was justified; indeed it was its duty. 
to postpone action, lest it give to one au 
advantage which it denies the others, 
for each of the hotels and all of the liv- 
erymen are entitled to equal rights un- 
der all circumstances, ami it was to find 
out about this contract that action was 
postponed. We commend the members 
of Council for their desire to give this 
question proper consideration. 


The editor of the Star has, perhaps, 


been misinformed and, therefore, unjust- 
ly condemns the Council. 


Let any annoyance which there may 


be to visitors to Gettysburg le removed, 
but let our business people be protected 
from any unjust discrimination.

Vacation has commenced every- 
where and all the schools are closed, but 
plans are being made for next year, and 
on the wisdom of the steps that are tak- 
en now depends in a large measure the 
success or failure of the coming school 
year. 


The management of the public schools 


has come to be the most serious respon- 
sibility that a body of men can take on 
their shoulders. Wherever this truth is 
recognized the Directors are honest and 
sincere in their wort, and the result is 
plainly noticeable is the increased elli- 
ciency of the schools in their district. 
But in some quarters the duties of the 
otlice of School Director or Controller 
are looked upon lightly, and important 
matters are considered aud disposed of 
withoutmuch thought. Here the schools 
are bound to reflect the slip-shod meth- 
ods of the Directora. 


But the greatest evil that prevails in 


ihe local administration of the public 
school system is the presence of politics 
ia the School Boards. In a number of 
districts direct charges have been made 
that removals in the teaching force are 
due to political influences, aud in some 
places it is alleged that incompetent 
teachers have been selected solely to pay 
a political debt. Directors are, of course, 
at liberty to make a change in the teach- 
ing force, although the best work is un- 
doubtedly secured when the same staff 
of instructors is maintained from year 
to year. But they are violating their 
pledge to the people, that they will ad- 
minister their duties impartially, when 
they make any change for political pur- 
poses. Politics should never creep into 
the School Board, and the School Direc- 
tors should never enter the field of poli- 
tics. The school system will suffer with 
either occurrence.—Phila. Times.

Dogs and Dog-Days. 


The Society for the Prevention of -Cruel- 


ty to animals has within the last week 
published some notes and suggestiona on 
"Rabies and Hydrophobia," with "Hints 
on the Dog-Daya"— those terrible dog-days 
which were made the dread of our earlier 
years, and which are now proved to have 
no existence at all, dogs being no more 
liable to go mad in summer than in win- 
ter. 


It is not alone consideration for the dog, 


that much-misunderstood friand, which 
makes thia paper of value. It is rather 
that our understanding of out own pe- 
culiar frailties is quickened, and the possi- 
bility of our avoiding a calamity is in this 
way averted. For it has been clearly 
demonstrated that the dog has never in- 
jured us half so seriously where hydro- 
phobia was concerned aa we have injured 
ourselves by our useless fears and nervous 
terrors. 


One physician quoted in this paper, Dr. 


C. W. Dulles, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, says that after sixteen years of 
investigation he has failed to find "a sin- 
gle case ou record that can be conclusively 
proved to have resulted from the bite of 
a dog or any' other cause." Another 
physician says, "I am of the opinion that 
the bite of a dog is no more dangerous 
than the scratch of a pin or tb» 'puncture

Hydrophobia, a disease contracted from 


the rabies of auimals, does, however, ex- 
ist. That it is rare has been proved. But 
the most efficacious remedy for it when it 
does appear may be found in frequent va- 
por batha—seven will do the work—the 
perspiration excited cariymg off the piison 
in the system. 


Those of us who are timid, who fear to 


see our children play with dogg in sum- 
mer, will do well to learn to distinguish 
certaiu symptons of rabies. A mad dog, 
for instance, does not as is popularly sup- 
posed, dread water. He is, on thti con- 
trary, apt to try and plunge all his head 
to hia eyes in it. He does not froth at tho 
mouth. "If a dog'a mouth is covered 
with white froth, that dog is not mad." 
A thick, brown, ropy substance clings to 
the mad dog's mouth. The mad dog, 
agaiu, never runs about in agitation ; if a 
dog barks, yelps, whines, or growla, tie is 
not mad.

Hauling! lotinmtos that it Is W»T Hiuice 


forth on the Btmver Man—Hud n 


Stormy Interview. 


HAIIRISIIURO, July 12.—In a brief bu 


notably significant interview Governor 
Hastings to-day plainly indicated that Sen- 
ator Quay's bold announcement, made 
here the other day, that "the fiery cross' 
would again be carried over Mil and dull 
to arouse the men in blouses is accepted as 
a challenge. The governor's words are 
also taken to mean that war is to be 
declared upon Quay for the United States 
aenatorehip. and that the governor him- 
self may be the Beaver man's opponent. • 


This interview, which may be the pre 


ludo of another fierce contest in Republi- 
can politics, is very simple, as to words. 
The governor had been to Mt. Gretna 
camp, but it is understood he has, since 
Quay's declaration of hia candidacy for re- 
election, to the senate, been in communi- 
cation aud conference with a number of 
prominent Republicans, and the fow sen- 
tences he uttered to-day are a result of 
these deliberations. He said : 


"Yes, Senators Quay and Penr&se called 


on me Saturday morning. The purpose of 
their visit waa to induce me to sign the 
Becker bill, so-called, relating to Philadel- 
phia, and they were very urgent. 
When 


of the I declined to make any promises Senator 


accounts, Quay announced that he would change his 


mind and would become an active candi- 
date for United States senator. I was not 
aaked to support him in his candidacy for 
United States senator. The subject of my 
approval or disapproval of the mercantile 
tax bill was not mentioned in the inter- 
view." 


Notwithstanding that the secreta of the 


interview between Hastings, Quay and 
Penrose have been closely guarded, the 
impression has prevailed here that it was 
a rather stormy one, and that the two sen- 
ators went away angry and dissatisfied ; 
and, despite appearances, which indicate 
the reverse, it is believed that when Quay 
arrived here he had no intention of de- 
claring his candidacy for re-election, lie 
had long ago pledged his support to the 
Becker bill, which State Senator Durham 
and other Quay Republicans in Philadel- 
phia want so badly. 


It requires a three-fifths vote of select 


council to confirm all appointments, and 
ahould it become a law, a Durham council 
could prevent the confirmation ol appoint- 
ments by Mayor Warwick or any other 
anti-Quay head of a department. 
The 


govemor has not been particularly taken 
with this measure, and he positively will 
veto it.

though it is said he even hinted very 
vaguely, that there might bean opportun- 
ity for the Governor to go to Washington 
as senator.

Fatal Accident. 


Jume> P. Mclaughlin Falls From a Train 


and in Fatally Injured. 


James P. McLaughlin, a veteran of the 


late war, who formerly resided in the 
house known as Lee's Headquarters on 
Seminary Ridge, fell 
from a Western 


Maryland railroad train near New Oxford, 
last Thursday evening, and sustained in- 
juries from which he died a quarter of an 
hour later. 
He was a passenger on the 


train that left Gettysburg at 3.52 for Balti- 
more, and, it is said, when he boarded the 
train was under the influence of: liquor. 


As the train approached New Oxford, 


Mclaughlin, left his seat in the smoking 
car and walked .unsteadily to the rear 
door. He turned, however, and went to 
the front end of the car, and upon opening 
the door his hat blew off, rolling out on 
the platform and falling to the roadbed. 
He attempted to catch his hat befoie it 
fell off the train, and loet his balance. 
Tim track at this point describes a curve 
and liia unsteady gait may have been 
caused by the car as it rounded this curve. 
He was hurled some distance from the 
track, striking the ground head first. 


The train was immediately stopped and 


the wounded man placed in the baggage 
car and taken to Hanover. 
The train 


hands say that he died just at the edge of 
that place, which was about 15 minutes 
after the arcident. 
Dr. II. M. Alleman 


happened to be in the vicinity of the 
depot upon the arrival of the train, and 
upon examination found that death was 
due to injuries to the akull. 


The remains were brought to Gettys- 


burg on the 0.20 train, when it was taken

About the House Fly. 


That we may know the least about what 


we commonly see is well illustrated in the 
life history of the house fly. They are al- 
ways with us, but we know very little of 
their comings in and goings out. 
The 


University of Minnesota has recently issued 
a paper on the subject—not telling us all 
we would like to know, but still adding 
considerably to the little we have. 
It is 


not certain that it is a real native of Amer- 
ica, or whether it came as a stowaway in 
some early vessel from the old world. 
They are very active in Minnesota during 
the month ol August. Between 0 p. m. 
and 8 a. m. next day one fly had laid 320 
eggs. 
This was August 12th ; August 14th 


the eggs were hatched, and minute fly 
maggots were crawling about. The eggs 
usually hatch in about twenty-four hours 
after being laid. The fly usually deposits 
its eggs in manure. The maggots moult 
twice. 
The larva is full grown in six days, 


when it becomes a pupa, and in five or six 
days emerges from its case a full grown fly. 
Each female fly is capable of laying one 
thousand eggs in a season ; a few of the 
stronger live through the winter as flies, 
and atart the brood next season. 
Many 


die in the fall from a parasite fungus, and 
may be eeen fast to the window glass.

Miners are Angi-y. 


It is stated that in the Pittabnrg region 


one thousand miners, desperate for the 
strike cause, suffering pangs of hunger, 
goaded by their enraged wives and infla- 
med, against their brethren who have re- 
fused to join the fighters' ranks in the 
great battle for better wages, late Sunday 
night began a hurried march from Bridge- 
ville, Washington county, to 
Cannons- 


burg, 12 miles away, to compel the men 
there to lay down their picks. 
Cannons- 


burg is 20 miles southwest of Pittsburg, on 
the Waynesburg & Washington Railroad. 


The objective point of this army is the 


Boone and Allison Mines. A few days 
ago the operators of these mines tnado a 
requisition on the Sheriff of Washington 
county for additional deputies. It is sup- 
posed that there are at least 30 deputies 
at each mine, well armed for any friction 
that may take place. 


The various gatherings have been atten- 


ded by men, women and children. 
The 


women branded their husbands as cowards. 
They argued that they might as well fight 
as starve. The men said the 
victory 


could be won providing every coal miner 
employed in the sections where the Lake 
trade is supplied would join the general 
movement of idleness. 


Just what the result will be it is diffi- 


cult to tell. The men are known to be in 
a condition of semi-insanity on the strike 
question. They have been goaded on by 
suffering wives, daughters and sweethearts, 
and it appears aa if it is the beginning of 
the end of the strike. 


There is uneasiness in all the mining 


districts. 


Marvin G. Sperry, of Philadelphia, who 


is editor of a labor paper and a leadiug 
member of the American Railway Union, 
of which Eugene V. Debs is president, and 
of the Knights of Labor, says "Tlie min- 
ers' strike will not be settled through ar- 
bitration between the miners and opera- 
tors, but it will result in the calling oat of 
the railroad men who handle the traffic 
through the coal districts and also in the 
calling out of the Knights of Labor in 
various trades. I understand that by or 
befoie August 10 the strike will be declar- 
ed on the roads reaching out from the coal

A recent bulletin ot the Maryland Ex- 


periment Hlation describes a. "land rub- 
ber." which appears to b"> what is ordi- 
narily called a clod masher. It says l.he 
implement described does its woik more 
thoroughly than any other device known. 
It is made of six pieces of -t by 4 scant- 
ling seven feet long, boiled together. 
The bolts run .diagonally through the 
pieces, vvlii h biings the corner edges of 
the pciiiitliuff together, making the top 
and bottom carrugiited, or like tbe sur- 
face of a washbcjn.nl. Three bolts (3-inch 
ir<ii.) ate used. Tho end bolts are litted 
with eyps, lo which a chain is attached. 
The cutting edges are prelected by strips 
of Hat band iion, two inches wide and 
one-fourth inch thick. 


In sandy soils dahlias make compara- 


tively few tuberous roots, tend to become 
dwaif and flower profusely. In very 
rich, loaaiy soils they make more roots 
and fewer flowers. Too much nitrogen- 
ous food makes a rank, coarse growth 
and few (lowers. Ko amount of added 
plant food can ever atone for neglect, of 
the physical condition of tbe soil. Fre- 
quent shallow cultivation to prevent the 
etcape of moisture into I he air is neces- 
sary, for the dahlia is sensitive to the 
lack of moisture. The large flowered 
vaiietiea need a space about four feet 
square to attain their best growth as in- 
dividual plants.
